TOWN ROADS 

Wo often hear the btatanenl 
“A man is judged by the cbm- 
pany he keeps. it is not just 
iCi true pj say A 1 own is judg- 
Jotl l«y the streets it keep 

When one travels to a town 
and sees beautiltd homes, nice 
. schojls, lovely parks and so on, 
all isolated by had rough and 
bumpy roads what a feeling: of 
disappointment it brings over 
one. almost ur( msciously, whe¬ 
ther he is directly concerne 1 or 
I o a great extent we 
have (Its same condition right 
here ie cur own lair city. We 
should be interested in t he lous¬ 
iness of what we can do to cor¬ 
ivet thi trouble Of course it 
can be left to the Town, and 
maybe it will, hut it will be a 
long time before the Town will 
ever get the r ads throughout 
its scat! red boudarie3 up t> a 
standard that will satisfy all 
its citizens, and in the moon- 
time. arc we conte it t > buck 
mud and have the inconvenience 
of getting stuck re peatedly. 

Last year the, Town graded up 
several streets with a good high 
grade, put in the necessary cul¬ 
vert* *nd left them in good con¬ 
dition. Some of these streets 
were surfaced with cinders by 
the citizens and taxpayeis liv¬ 
ing on them, ethers were lefc. 
Today, .those that were surfac¬ 
ed are in good shape. Another 
thin layer of cinders on top of 
what is nlreadv there, and these 
streets wil 1 , last for a number cf 
years. On the other hand, those 
streets that were left after be¬ 
ing graded are rapidly deterior¬ 
ating, and before the end of the 
present summer will be lost 
again, unless they are dragged 
continually. 

Citizens. Aij lire interested 
in better loads, lower taxes and 
a more beautiful town. If a 
drive could be organized, and 
the City Dads assured that if a 
street were well graded and tit- 
t } with a sufficient number of 
<adverts, that it would b? sur¬ 
faced with a good layer of gra¬ 
vel or cinders by the citizens 
living on it. or by a community 
drive, we are sure there are 
many blocks of struts that the 
Town would grade uo almost 
immediately, and then bv r pc it 
ing. for a year o j two add it i ma 1 
surfacing material, we w idd 
have r** almost permanent ro d. 


ami this much expense would 
be eliminated from the town's 
upkeep and more such roads 
cohtrt then t>e built. 

There Are seasons of tlui 
year when trucks and loams 
are irilfc, and owners are tHtli- 
out work. Who would refuse if 
the Town furnished fuel for the 
trucks and feed for the teams, 
to donate a day or twv, or three 
in some such civic cause. Per¬ 
haps the ladies would serve din¬ 
ner and make it it a sort of a 
municipal celebration. In Ray¬ 
mond we have a great deal of 
heavy hauling over t ie roads, 
at j 11 seasons of the year, and 
hauling that must he done. A 
great deal of money is spent 
each and every year o,i our 
streets, and yet we have miles 
of streets that nr' impns< Id' 
as soon as we have a little 
storm. 

Without question, this situa¬ 
tion could ho rcmediel, if not 
done away with altogether if wo 
would co-operate with the Town 
Council and unite on o specified 
number of blocks this year, 
dm in them, grade them, cul¬ 
vert them, and then surface 
them; getting them on a more 
or less permanent basm, jmd 
th»n next year take a few more. 
While progress mav be slower, 
it would >be more lasting, nod 
the imnrovcments so made 
would stall 1 as monuments for 
years t> th*» nla~minr? end co¬ 
operation of the men who put 
them over. 

Think it . ver men. We have 
the finest town in all Southern 
Alberta. Our steadily increas¬ 
ed activity in building, the 
splendid nature of our homes, 
the abundance of money in our 
pockets over neighboring towns 
nrd the possibilities of addi¬ 
tional growth and increase in 
population and building, are ail 
arguments, and strong ones, in 
felvor of more and better roads. 
Let’s get together a*i 1 see how 
much we can d . in this respect.
